Cotton Growers Should Check For Bollworm. 


By ALAN G. GEORGE 
Farm Advisor 
Cotton growers are advised to 
check fields for the presence of 
the cotton boll-worm. The third 
brood which usually shows up the 
first part of September is now 
appearing in some of the cotton 
fields. This last brood is usually 
the one that causes the most dam- 
age. 
The presence of bollworms may 
be indicated by a hole in squares, 
flowers, or bolls, by the presence 
of light brown droppings, or the 
| flaring of small squares. 
1 When an average of four or 
more worms less than one-half 
inch in length are found in exam- 
ing 100 plants, an insecticide 
should be applied. In worm 
counts, any worms of a mature 
size, about 1% inches in length, 
should not. be included in the 
eount, but indicates a brood got 
past the control stage before the 
injury was found. 

The presence of worms should 
be found because there is a high 
rate of mortality of bollworm eggs 
and small larvae.

Eggs are laid singly and most, 
ly in the terminal growth of 
branches. The egg stage gen- 
erally lasts about three days, de~ 
| pending upon temperature. Upon 
jhatching, the larvae first feeds 
on the tender leaf tissue, leaving 
small holes and then attacks many 
squares, flowers and bolls during 
its two weeks of growth. 
| A good application of insecti- 
cide, exactly timed, isyvery im- 
portant to get best control of this 
worm with a minimum of damage. 
At the time when most of the 
| worms are less than one-half inch 
in length the ‘infestation is very 
easily overlooked and later ap- 
| plications are much less effective. 
Increasing. the amount of the in- 
secticide applied does not com- 
pensate for a late application. 
Control of bollworms can be 
obtained with DDT at a pound to 
a pound and a half of actual ma- 
terial per acre as a spray or dust.
